1 . DEPARTMENT APPRECIATES EFFORTS OF EMBASSY TO KEEP USG 
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INFORMED REGARDING GOS CONSIDERATION OF NPT. WITH JAPANESE 
RATIFICATION OF NPT, MOST INDUSTRIALIZED NON-NUCLEAR WEAPON 
STATES WITH SIGNIFICANT NUCLEAR PROGRAMS ARE PARTIES TO THE 
TREATY. SWITZERLAND IS NOW A LEADING EXCEPTION. GOS 
ADHERENCE TO TREATY COULD ASSIST U.S. EFFORTS TO INDUCE 
OTHER STATES TO ADHERE.
